Sir: - 


Referring to your letter of the 4th instant in which you request to be advised within what 
territorial limits minor coins can now be forwarded by express at government expense and to 
what parts of the country you are authorized to send minor coins by registered mail at the risk of 
the applicants, also how you shall procure registry stamps for the purpose and to what account 
they shall be charged, I have to reply as follows: 


The territorial limits to which you can forward minor coins by express at government 
expense are 


To all places reached by railroad in the states of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, Main, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Louisiana, Missouri, lowa, Wisconsin, 
Florida, Kansas and Nebraska and the places which are not reached by railroad, by registered 
mail. 


To all places outside of the states above mentioned, you can forward minor coins by 
registered mail at the risk of the applicants. 


The registry stamps required — you are authorized to purchase in sums of say $25.- from 
your contingent appropriation, transmitting a voucher for the same in order that the latter may be 
re-imbursed from the special appropriation for the cleaning, re-issue and transportation of minor 
coins contained in Act approved August 4, 1886. 


Consignments of minor coins, at the risk of the applicants, by registered mail, shall not be 
made unless order expresses the acceptance of the risk. 


I enclose herewith copy of a circular which I have prepared, covering the issue of minor 
coins. As soon as printed a supply will be sent you.
